Letter from your Lordſhips dated at Eain- 
A bergh the 16 inſtant, and the Papers there- 

with ſent having been communicated to both 
Houſes of the Parliament of England, wee are com- 
manded to returne this Anſwer. They doe anfiver 
their Brethren of Scotland, that nothing needs to be 
ſaid unto them, for removing any jealouſies out of 
their hearts, or for ſtrengthning that confidence 
which they have in the affe&tions of that Nation :; 
And they doe- preſume that the Proceedings of the 
Houſes of. the Parliament of Ezg/aza, fromthe very 
beginning of theſe troubles, are a ſufficient declarati- 
on of their integrity, and of their conſtant affeRtion 
to their Brethren of Scotland, And as to the defires 
of the Kingdome of Scotland they doe returne theſe 
Anfivers. 


To the firſt, That when the King ſhall be at Holm- 


- by, andthe Scottiſh Forces gone out of this King- 


ome, both Houſes of Parliament ( ſaving according 
to their former Declarations the peculiar Rights of 
the Kingdome of England) will thenappoint a Com-
